OUTPUT OF RUBBER HtOKJCTS 
III C0MMCTI9T AREAS Uf CREASES 


MOBS RUBBER FACTORIES HI T'lEH-CHIBG — Ta Kung Pao, JO May k9 

The number of rubber products indue tries in operation in T’ien-ching hare 
increased since the liberation of this city and are making great progress in 
output and improved quality. With the exception of one factory which suffered 
comparatively greater losses in the battle for the city’s liberation the other 
6f> (2 public and 6j private) have all resumod operations. 

During March 19^*9* the 63 factories (including 2 public) in operation 
produced an aggregate of 26,LU4 sets of bicycle tires, over 118,800 pairs cf 
rubber shoes, and 972 automobile inner tubes, representing an increase respectively 
of 51, 8?. 6, and 86 percent as compared with July 19*8 production. In April 
W9 the number of factories increased to 65 and rubber shoe production jumped 
to 60.9 peroent over March. Two new factories, Hslng-kuang and Yu-chi, have 
opened recently. So far us mechanical equipment and output are concerned, this 
city now holds third place in the national rubber production field, following 
Shang-hal and Suang-chou (Canton). 

The Municipal Trading Company imparted a largo quantity of crude rubber 
from Hang Kong for direct supply to the factories here at lower than market 
price. Approximately 200 tons were distributed in this manner, solving the 
principal raw-material problem. There 5s an ample quantity of chemical materials 
because of the rich supply in Hong Kong. By granting loans, the Ccwsunl cat ions 
Bank has helped vitfc the financial difficulties of the Ta-chung-hua, I-t'ang, 

Hem-yang, Ta-lu, and other factories. 

Increased production, equipment, and employment are the current goals 
of those factories. The number of persons employed In February 19^9 was 1,110; 
by April 19^9 it has increased to 1 ,7b6.
